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1„ Victor Zannier Valenzuela,* a resident of Cochabamba, Bolivia, has received 
an invitation to attend the Second World Congress of Partisans of Peace to 
be held in Sheffield, England, 13-19 November 1950. Zannier is reportedly 
m aking plans to attend the congress. It is not known how he expects to 
TDoet expenses for the trip* 

2. The invitation to the congress was accompanied by a mimeographed Communist-line 
propaganda statement supposedly prepared by one John Magis who described 
himself as a student in the United States. 

A H^^Homent. Zannier was previously reported to be a recipient of the 
Boletin da Inforoacion issued by the Soviet Embassy in Mexico City. 
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
